Wheat Limit Plans if 
Conditions Agreed to 


LONDON, June 30.—Three con 
ditions under which the Australian 
central government will do every 
thing possible to obtain the con 
currence of Australian growers and 
states in an agreement to restrict 
wheat acreage were revealed to 
the Asssociated Press today 

“If they are agreed to, Australia 


accepts in principle the proposals | 


which have been under discussion,’ 
said a cablegram from Canberra to 
representatives of Canada and oth- 
ers of the big four wheat produc- 
ers who have been considering the 
restriction proposals at the world 
economic conference.

PRIESTLEY SPEAKS 

Norman Priestley spoke of the in 
crease by nearly 2,000 in the mem- 
bership of the U.F.A. this year, and 
dealt at length with the basic prob- 
lein of the adjustment of prices of 
farm products to bring them into 
line with those of secondary pro- 
ducts.

In Central Arnerica, Costa Rica/ 
has an established church, the Ro-! 
Catholic, and in the Domini- 
can Republic also Roman Cathol- 
icism is recognized as the national 
religion. Of the eleven South Am- 
erican countries, five—Venezuela, 
i2, Bolivia and Para- 
guay—ha stablished the Roman 
Catholic church. The others have 
no state religion. 

The fact that a country has no 
established church does not mean 
that there is complete separation of 
church and state. In the Nether- 
| lands, for instance, the state grants 
| allowances to each of the churches 
|--Protestant, Roman Catholic, Jan- 
senist and Jewish. In Belgium the 
state pays part of the salaries of 
ministers of all denominations.
